north of town, are progressing rapid­ 
ly.

Japanese Lost Heavily.

Meter hill alone exceeded the total of 
the battle of Nanshan, according to 
the Daily 
Mail’s Tokio 
dispatches. 
At 2 o’clock in the afternoon of Nov. 
29 a Tomyasu 
detachment, 
with a 
battalion of Infantry and a company 
of engineers, 
received orders 
that 
they 
must capture 
203-Meter 
hill, 
while a Yosid detachment of the same 
strength had similar orders to capture 
Akasaka hill. 
On Nov. 30 it became 
necessary to reinforce the attackers 
with a detachment under Major Shizu- 
to. 
During the operation the cold was 
so intense that many of the men were 
frost-bitten, as it was 
necessary to 
pass the night without shelter. 
Tho Japanese, after the capture of 
203-Meter hill anticipated a terrible 
bombardment from the Russian forts 
and made 
preparations ancor 1'ugly, 
but the Russians remained strangely 
Quiet. 
The same corespondent states that 
"Russians at Port Arthur en D 'rn 7 re­ 
sumed mine clearing opeations, pre­ 
sumably to enable the 
tome lo boat 
destroyers to attempt to escape and 
join the Pattie squadron.

Headquarters of the Japanese Third 
Army Before Port Arthur, Nov. 28, via 
Tientsin, Dec. 10.—The general assault 
on Port Arthur, which began at noon 
Nov. 20. is still in progress. 
In the 
first series of assaults an attempt was 
made to capture the forts at Rihhmg 
and Kekwan mountain by penetrating 
the principal line of fortifications sur­ 
rounding them, und to envelope the 
city from the east. 
At the same time 
a strong force pushed up the gorge of 
Shishi valley between 
two fortified 
ridges and 
attacked the 
supporting 
forts 
in the rear of West 
Rihlung 
mountain, with the 
intention of en 
veloping the city from the West. 
The attempt failed after tin* most 
furious fighting that

The warrant was 
sworn out by Henry H. Gebhardt, 
brother of the murdered man, who has 
been assisting the citizens’ committee 
to pather evidence. 
Gebhardt cafne to New Ulm from 
his home in Black River Falls short­ 
ly after the murder of his brother and 
has been very active in pursuit of the 
murderer since. Late Friday after­ 
noon he went to the office of Justice 
Henningsen with several of the citi­ 
zens’ committee and made the neces­ 
sary affidavit, and the warrant was is­ 
sued. 
Sheriff W. J. Julius drove out to 
Kock’s residence, some distance from 
town, and served the papers. Koch ap­ 
peared to be self-possessed and ex­ 
hibited no surprise when the officer 
told him he was under arrest. The 
swearing out of the warrant nnd the 
trip of tlif; sheriff were accomplished 
so quietly that only a half dozen per­ 
sons knew what was happening. 
Koch is held without bail pending a 
preliminary examination. He will be 
arraigned Saturday. The preliminary 
hearing will take place in the old 
courthouse. Tuesday the grand jury 
will meet and in case he is held to 
await its action the evidence of the 
citizens’ committee may be presented 
to that body at that time. 
At the jail Friday nipht Dr. Koch 
declared that he had nothing to say 
and was not in the least nervous, fie 
asked Sheriff Julius to pet him an ap­ 
ple and retired to his cot at an early 
hour.
